Cline Nesbit, about 21 years of 
age, the sou of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
W. Nesbit, of Madisonville, was 
run over and killed by an I. C. 
freight train between Daniel 
Boone mine and Nortonville Fri- 
day afternoon. It is not known 
just how the unfortunate acci- 
dent occurred, but it is supposed 
that he slipped and fell betw 
the cars. 

Shortly alter the train passed 
Nortonville he was found lying 
by the track and it is supoosed 
t hat the Jolting of tin- cars had 
in some manner caused him to 
lose his footing and when dis 
covered twenty cars had passed 
over him. 

Two brothers of the unfortun- 
ate young man and Undertaker 
Ed Thompsou, of Madisonville, 
left immediately for the *cene of 
the accident, returning Fridav 
midnight with the remains- 

Though deprived in infancy of 
speech and hearing by an at- 
tack of fever, he was a bright 
and intelligent boy. He gradu- 
ated from the deaf and dumb 
school at Danville, Ky., several 
years ago with honors, winning a 
scholarship in a college iu Texas, 
where he spent some time after 
finishing his studies, in the tail- 
oring business. 

Recently he went to New 
Orleans, La., and engaged in the 
merchant tailoring business. H 
had lieen away from his people 
for over a year. 

He was a sober, industrious 
hard working boy and his legion 
of friends deeply deplore his 
shocking death. He was a mem- 
ber of the Christian church. The 
funeral services were held Sat- 
urday afternoon at the family 
residence in Madisonvill 
ducted by Eld. S. F. Fowler, af- 
ter which the remains were in 
terred at Grapevine Cemetery.

Annual Addreu 

Following i* the annual ad- 
dress of President Paul M. Moore 
to the Press Association : 
Ladies and Gentlemen 

In reviewing the work of the Ken- 
tucky Press Association' for the yeai 
now ended I must give first place 
and greatest importance to the la- 
bors of your Executive Committee 
and of two very active and able sub- 
eommittees. in directing and push- 
ing a movement to preserve what 
legislation then existed in Kentucky 
favorable to the press, to increase 
the erUoieacy of these laws. If possi- 
ble, and t'i make then of uuiform 
application throughout the State. 
This work was successful in so far 
that the laws on the statute books 
were, through considerable effort, 
preserved intact; but it was a fail- 
ure in the more progressive purpose 
to make plain and consistent 



that during the 
legislative session of 1902, while Mr. 
Harry McCarty was president of this 
Association, an advertising law was 
passed which has proven more prac- 
tical in its service to the public and 
benefit to the press thau any other 
measure thus far enacted. But it 
was incomplete and there were nu- 
merous other laws on the statute 
books that were unknown, or Inop- 
erative, or questionable in their 
meaning and application. It was 
necessary that these be compiled and 
classified, and this arduous labor 
fell upon our devoted and talented 
Lew B. Brown, who completed his 
work and presented it in pamphlet 
form, "A Manual of Legal Advertis- 
ing in Kentucky," to each member 
of the Association at Lexington one 
year later, in 1903. After my elec. 
tlon as president, at Lexington, I se- 
lected Mr. Brown as one of vour 
Executive Committeemen, and his 
labors did not cease. On the con- 
trary, besides meeting his every ob- 
ligation in general committee work 
be became the head of the noted 
committee, "Brown, Smith & Jones," 
whose admirable work culminated 
in Chairman Brown's report to the 

mid-winter 
unanimously endorsed and praised 
by that business session. At that 
meeting the Association decided to 
go before the legislature and ask for 
the passage of a bill that would har- 
monize and render equitable and 
untform the scattered and inefficient 
measures then and now on the stat- 
ute books. It was determined that 
a legislative committee be appointed 
to push the proposed bill to its pass- 
age and I was empowered to select 
this committee. In doing this I kept 
nd my promise registered at 
Lexington, to give you the best pos- 
sible committees to do your work, 
and named the following workers on 
the legislative committee: E. A. 
Oullion, Chairman, New Castle; 
Desha Breckinridge, Lexington; 
Harry Sommers, Elizabethtown ; W. 
H. Jones, Glasgow; Sam J. Roberts, 
Lexington; E. C. Smith, Carrollton; 

Hedden, Mt. Sterling; Tim 
Needbam. Wiiliamstown; Urey 
Woodson, Paducah. This commit- 
tee did diligent and forceful work 
and were able, with assistance of 
friends m aud out of the General 
Assembly, to prevent adverse legis- 
lation, but could go no step further. 
The chairman of this committee 
will, however, make you full report 
at this meeting. 

k'ou will hear also from another 
portant committee, the "foreign 
vertising committee," composed 
of W. (J. Adams, D. B. Wallace and 
Dan M. Bowmar, whose report is 
due at this meeting. 

Another committee, appointed 
upon authority delegated to me by 
mid-winter" meeting, was the 
•appropriation committee." The 
purpose of this committee was to as- 
sist the Kentucky Exhibit Associa- 
tion in Us effort to secure from the 
legislature the appropriation neces- 
sary to complete the work, begun by 
the Kentucky Exhibit Association 
aud aided largely aud liberally by 
the Kentucky press, of giving Ken- 
tucky worthy and deserved repre- 
sentation at the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. On this committee I 
appointed Vice-President Louis

C. Underwood, H. A. Sommers 
d W. C. Barrickman. These gen- 
tlemen cooperated heartily with the 
Kentucky Exhibit Association and 
had the endorsement of almost the 
entire Kentucky press. The appro- 
priation was secured and Kentucky 
took rank among the foremost states 
of the Union la the race for preemi- 
nence in affairs social, commercial, 
industrial. 

Under authority from tin- Execu- 
tive Committee I named the follow- 
ing delegates to the Nineteenth An- 
nual Convention of the National Ed- 
itorial Association, held at St. Louis 
May Hi-lit: Louis Landrain, Lew B. 
Brown. H. A. Sommers, Harry Mc- 
Carty, W. ti. Adams, R. W. Brown, 
L W. Gaines, T. C. Underwood, W. 
H. Jones, M. F. Conly. Chas. M 
Meacham, who was executive com- 
mitteeman for Kentucky, beaded 
the party and I also had the pleas- 
ure of going as a delegate. The oth- 
er delegates who attended the con- 
vention were Lew B. Brown, W. Q. 
Adams, L. W. Gaines, W. H. Jones 
and M. F. Conly. The formality of 
nominating an executive committee- 
an to succeed Mr. Meacham was 
erlooked at St. Louis and the 
line of your former executive com- 
mitteeman to the National Editorial 
Association, Mr. John H. Westovor, 
now a citizen of the far west. has. 
since the convention, been published 
committeeman from Ken- 
tucky. I recommend that the Asso- 
ciation today elect an executive 
committeeman who shall be nomi- 
nated by the delegates who attend- 
ed the session of the. N. E. A., in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of that 
Association's constitution. Art. 4, 
Sec. 1, and that your in-coming pres- 
ident and secretary be instructed 
to communicate with the officers of 
„.„„„., Association 



•all especial attention to the ex- 
pediency and necessity of recording 
in the published minutes of each an- 
nual meeting the full proceedings of 
the preceding mid-winter business 
meeting, together with all papers 
read and addresses delivered at that 
session. These mid-winter meet- 
ings, which have been held for the 
past two years only, have proven 
very interesting and profitable. The 
last one was held, for special and 
urgent reasons, in December, 1903 
at a time of year when newspaper 
workers are busiest; but there 
present, notwithstanding, a good 
and very representative number of 
the busiest Kentucky newspaper 
men, who took spirited part in a 
lively though scarce lengthy enough 
session. 

I wish to emphasize the dignity 
and weight of your Association as a 
business organization. It can no 
longer be alleged that our chief pur- 
pose Is to junket and to junket. We 
have been at serious business this 
year, and this, too, is a business 
meeting strictly. Your Executive 
Committee declined a most cordial 
and reassuring invitation, from the 
press and the Mayor of the City of 
Henderson, to hold this annual 
meeting there ; because the commit- 
tee did not believe the Association 
had time to be entertained this year. 
As I said before, the last mid-winter 
though busy, was brief. But 
the work of the Association did not 
there ; It only got a further Im- 
petus and went on seriously from 
that date, in the hands of the proper 
committees, as their reports and an 
extensive correspondence will show. 

Your Vice-President, Mr. Louis 
Landram, and your Executive Com- 
mitteemen, Messrs. E. A. Gullion, 
Desha Breckinridge, T. C. Under- 
wood, Lew B. Brown and Heber 
Matthews, have cheerfully answer- 
ed all demands upon their time and 
labor for the good of the Association 
and each deserves your unreserved 
approbation. The work of your Sec- 
retary-Treasurer is before you like a 
freBh head-line. It is seen and read 
and enjoyed. We know it and it 
needs no further elaboration. 

We have worked. We have fin- 
ished our labors. And now we are 
in a swirling rush from business; 
from the business of our several 
newspaper offices and from the husi- 
of the Association, which, in 
self-justification, we shall allege 
was looked after by the Executive 
Committee, the mid-winter business 
session and our legislative commit- 
We shall plead our State pride 
and patriotism in extenuation of 
this short annual meeting, this ap- 
parent breaking down of the bars bo 
wisely erected by the "old guard" 
against any appearance of excessive 
junketing at the expense of the busi- 
ness dignity of the Association. We 
shall plead the seductiye invitations 
of the Kentucky Exhibit Associa- 
tion and the Kentucky Commission 
—to cut everything that might con- 
flict and join with them in joint cel- 
ebration of Kentucky Day at the 
World's biggest show; to go and see 
and rejoice greatly with them ovej 
the stunts our own beloved State 
was rnd is enabled to do, through 
the free and forceful use of our top- 
o'-column space. 

With Arthur Ford und Bob 
Hughes and their large, illuminated 
button of the "New Kentucky 
Home," we can confidently say, 
"It's part mine;" and we are headed 
for St. Louis at this particular time 
because we love Kentucky; because 
we want the world, like an oyster, 
opened before us. and because here 
is the OKI chance offered to get back 
a part of the part that's ours. We 
go at the urgent aud repeated invita- 
tion of the officers of the Kentucky 
Commission, and to get as large a 
part of the part that's theirs as they 
are willing to part With. 

But whatever our material re- 
wards or our share of glory, we shall 
have the consciousness of patriotic 
duty well performed and this shall 
be our recompense. A fair journey 
you will have aud 1 hope a happy 
return and many years of progressive 
usefulness as members of the Ken- 
tucky Press Association.

Some of the local banks, which aro 
enterprising enough m other direc- 
tions, seem now to be awaking to 
the importance of advertising their 
business through the newspapers. 

This is but a aign of the times. It 
is an advertising age, because it is a 
progressive age. and all lines of busi- 
ness that are not contented with tt.o 
old ruts are seeking to get out of 
them. The surest sign that a busi- 
ness is in a rut Is that it does not ad- 
vertise, for the advertiser is ever the 
man that is reaching out after more 
business, and advertising is the most 
effective means of extending tho 
field of any enterprise that dependn 
upon public patronage. 

But there are different ways of ad- 
vertising. There la good advertis- 
ing, advertising not so good, and 
bad advertiaing. Any advertising 
that ia not bad ia better than no ad- 
vertiaing, and there are plenty of 
ahrewd people who insist that even 
bad advertiaing ia better than nono 
at all. One trouble with houaea that 
have never advertised, or advertised 
very little, ia that when they do be- 
gin to advertiae they do not under- 
stand how to do it moat effectively. 
Such advertisers usually adopt old, 
atereotyped forma of information 
and expression that have entirely 
lost the interest of novelty, aud ac- 
cordingly fail to attract as they 
ahould the attention of the reader. 
When banks begin advertising they 
generally fall into thia mistake. 
They seem to think it sufficient to 
print the names of their officers and 
the amount of their capital and sur- 
plus. There is little in this to cause 
the newspaper reader to differenti- 
ate one bank from another. Such 
an adyertisement is better than no 
advertisement; it serves as a sign 
does, to familiarize the public with 
the name and existence oftbe bank, 
but it offers little to that public— 
which is not given to analyzing such 
flgurrs— to impress on it any materi- 
al distinction between one bank and 
another. 

An example of a different order of 
advertising is put out by a local sav- 
ings bank and two of the trust com- 
panies. These institutions follow 
the policy of trying to euliat the at- 
tention of the people and then show- 
ing them why It is to their advant- 
age to become patrons of these par- 
ticular establishments. Their plan 
is to interest the reader in the ad- 
vertisements, though he may not at 
first be interested in the business 
advertised. But once his interest in 
the advertisement is engaged, tho 
next step of ultimately interesting 
him in the business follows natur- 
ally. 

This is effected by persistently 
hammering away day after day on 
the ideas which it is wished to im- 
press on the reader— on the same 
w, it may be, but repeatedly 
changed in form aud expression. Th6 
result has been so satisfactory to 
theae advertisers that they could 
not be induced to fall back into the 
old ruts of the non-advertisers, and 
inatead of doing this they are ex- 
panding their advertising.— Courier- 
Journal.

News for the Farmer 



At the present time the farmers 
are not registering very strong kicks 
against the prospects for a good 
wheat crop. Wheat is doing nicely 
and, unless some unforeseen enemy 
of the cereal and the farmer pays it 
a visit between now and harv< 
time, tnere will be a goed yield and 
the county will have some money to 
lay aside from that source. Last 
vear the wheat shipments from the 
county were not worth mentioning 
and farmers got but little more than 
their bread out of the crop, while 
some of the farmers found it hard to 
pay their fertilizer bills witti the 
prot ends of their wheat sales. 



Hemp has beeu badly damaged in 
some localities by cut worms; other- 
wise it is in good condition. 

There will probably be a some- 
what larger crop of peaches than 
was indicated by previous reports. 

Tobacco plants are quite small, 
especially in the Burley district. 
Transplanting progressed slowly, 
being retarded by dry weather and 
the smallness of plants. 

Oats are doing very well. Grasses 
and pastures have Buffered from 
rain, but are now improving; the 
yield of early hay will be short. 
Late forage crops, such as peas, 
cane and millet are being sown. 



The export trade in bananas from 
Porto Rico to the United States be- 
gan in 1881, and has grown from 8,- 
600 buuches to upwards of 4,000,000 
bunches annually. 

Corn is generally thrifty and the 
)il in good condition. A good deal 
of com was destroyed by cut worms, 
but the ravages of these pests are 
lessened.. 

The fruit crop of California will 
probably be slightly below the aver- 
age In quantity this year. The Sacra- 
mento Valley fruit districts, which 
provide the bulk of California's 
fruits report heavy crops of pears, 
but alight shortage iu most other 
fruits. 

There were 6,537 potato distilleries 
in operation m Germany In 19»l-02; 



the output ot pure alcohol was 9.1, 
695,!U0 gallons. The production of 
the potato distilleries amounted to 
78 per cent, of the total production 
of alcohol in the Empire. The quan- 
tity of potatoes used amounted 
113,475.348 bushels. 

The first box of cherries shipped 
from California this year was sold 
in Chicago for $25— $3.12 a pound, 
The second sale made in the city of 
Philadelphia, at auction, was a re- 
cord breaker. 8 pounds of cherries 
bringing the remarkable price of *70. 
Carload shipments from Sacramento 
Valley districts began May 13th, 
when a carload of cherries were 
shipped from Vacaville. 



Wheat In the northeastern and 
some of the central counties is very 
poor, but it lias improved generally, 
and in many of the western coun- 
ties a fair yield is expected. On the 
whole, the prospect is much better 
than at the close of the winter, 
though there cannot be near a full 
crop. 

Grain receipts at nine primary 
seaports of the United States for the 
last four .months were 81,754,979 
bushels, including flour reduced to 
bushels. A year ago the correspond- 
ing total was 125,809,698 bushels, 
showing a decrease of 44,054,713 
bushels, or 85 2 per cent. During 
the month of April 16,841,580 bush- 
els were leceived, compared with 
28,800,011 bushels for April 1908. To- 
tal receipts of grain, including flour 
reduced to bushels, at five ports on 
the Forth Atlantic seaboard for the 
month of April, 1904, were 13, 921,662 
bushels. Last year for the corres- 
ponding month receipts were 22,558,- 
648 bushels. For the four months 
ending April, 61.209,968 bushels 
were received in 1904 and 89.697,893 
bushels in 1903. During April 190« 
receipts at Portland were 236,659 
bushels, iu contrast with 623,362 
bushels for April, 1908.

Young, who had 
been a close friend of Mrs. Patterson 
for several yearj, met her by appoint- 
ment about two hours before the time 
set for the sailing of the steamship 
which he was to sail on with his wife 
for Europe. They had spent most of 
the previous evening In conference 
over the Impending separation, and, 
it is understood, that this farewell 
meeting was arranged for the transfer 
to Young of certain letters in the pos- 
session of Mrs. Patterson. Conflicting 
stories have been told of the happen- 
ings in the cab. and Mrs. Patterson has 
refused to give the details of the shoot- 
ing, except to say that Young shot him- 
self, and that arter the shooting she 
had picked up the revolver and placed 
it In Young's right-hand pocket.
